A CABLE TO ICELAND. 


Would Prove of the L'tfmoKt Impor- 


tance to tine 1Veath<»r Service nm 


Well a» to Flslilnv Interests. 


Meteorologists in Europe hare lor 


many years desired a telegraphic con- 
nection with Iceland, Faroe is,lnnds, and 
Greenland. Daily telepraphic reports 
from leelaftd would be of the utmost 
importance to the weather bervice as 
well as to the large iithin^ interests in 
the North Atlantic. British fishing in- 
terests Iwe recently petitioned the 
government to grant a yearly subven- 
tion to the proposed cable. The Danish 
government looks favorably upon the 
plan, but is of the opinion thatitshoulcl 
be realized by private individuals. The 
Great Northern Telegraph company, 
limited, of Copenhagen, is w illing to lay 
and work the cable, provided it is guar- 
anteed a certain sum from the various 
governments and other parties interest- 
ed. The Royal Banish Meteorological 
office in Copenhagen has issued circu- 
lars to kindred institutions throughout 
the world I'equesting' them to subscribe 
to daily weather bulletins from Iceland 
and the Faroe islands. The matter is 
also being seriously considered by other 
bodiaa, especially In Great Britain, and 
the prospects for a realization of the 
enterprise are promising.

One is rolling a man around 
in a barrel and the other is a coat o) 
tar and feathers. In my foolish young 
days 1 arrived at a town in southern In 
diaua to find the people excited ovci' 
beveral arrests for robbery. 
A family 


named Black, consisting of man and 
wife and a grown-up son, had beei 
caught and made- to confess to many 
thefts. 
Instead of putting them 01 


trial, the people had determined to ap 
ply tar and feathers and walk 'cm ou' 
of town. I had no objections so fui 
aa the men were concerned, but whei 
it. came to the woman I constitutec 
myself her champion and declared tlm* 
they must walk o\er my dead body first 
For about five minutts I was a hero 
Then about a dozen men grabbed me 
and hustled me into a room, and afiei 
the Blacks had been dispatched of ac 
cording to programme, 1 was broughl 
out for punishment. Plenty of tar am 
feathers were left, but the crowd want 
ed a change, and it was decided that J 
fehould have the barrel excreibe. Thej 
got out and unheaded a big older bar 
rel, dropped me into it, and replacec 
the head, and then all was ready. 


"i was inclined to look upon the pro- 


ceedings M ith contempt. 
JL had nevei 


been rolled in a barrel, and so 1 hati 
no idea of the sensations. They firs' 
kicked it along the wjde uupaved street 
tiiid it had not rolled over more thar 
20 times when I was sick of my job 
After they hud enjoyed thembelves toi 
a quarter of an hour I was praying 
for death to hurry up. I dimly rciutm 
her that after they got tired of the foot- 
ball work in the street they rolled th< 
barrel up a long hill, and then let it gc 
kiting down. You talk of seasickness; 
but there .is no comparison. 
Aside 


from the feeling of nausea, I was jarred, 
jolted and bruised from head to heels, 
and in one of the bumps had my nose 
broken. I was unconscious when they 
finally took me out, and for a week 3 
was little better than a dead man. It 
was weeks and weeks before I got'the 
revolving motion out of my head and 
could walk straight, and to this day 1 
can't see a grindstone revolving with' 
out being affected by it. It would have 
been far more merciful to hang me up 
by the neek." 


"But about the tar and feathers?" 


was asked. 


"Well, I met the old man Black about 


two years later, and he still sinelled oi 
the tar. He told me that it took a 
weeks' work with soap and water to gel 
the stuff started, and that spots were 
left which couldn't be got off, even 
when rubbed with a brick. He didn't 
feel the degradation BO much, but what 
hurt his feelings was that he had been 
obliged to put in more work on thattai 
than in. all his life before. He had tried 
the barrel racket once, arid he thought 
it a shade worse than tar, but he had no 
words of sympathy with me. On the 
;ontrary, he said if I hadn't mixed in 
the three of them would probably have 
got off with a. ride on a rail."—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

The query, "Where is the west?"— 


the west as a locality aud not as> a point 
of the compabb—has, for several rea- 
sons, acquired a new interest in recent 
times. In the political nomenclature 
of the latter part of the days wh«i 
slavery was in existence Kentucky 
Tennessee and Missouri were clubbed 
with the south, although in the earliei 
times all three of these states were 
conbidered, and rightly bo, part of the 
nefct. It wus as western statss that 
Kentucky and Tennessee, under Speak 
er Clay, of the former state, turned the 
scale in faior of war against England 
in 1812, and coerced the peace-loving 
Madison, against the counsel of tht 
other man of peace, Jefferson, into the 
adoption of a war policy. It was as a 
western state that the northern mem 
bers of congress in 1819-'20 sought to 
shut slavery out of Missouri. 


Geographically speaking, it was in 


1788 that the west began to have a locai 
habitation and a name. That was the 
year in which the nolony of Manasseli 
Cutler, Samuel Parsons and Kufus Tut 
nam laid the foundations of Ohio. Th« 
pioneers of Kentucky and Tezmesset 
had planted settlements in their local 
ities earlier than this, but Kentucky 
was then regarded merely as an eiten 
sion of Virginia, and Tennessee an 
elongation of North, Carolina. Ohio, OD 
the other hand, as well as the rest of th« 
states of the old north-west territor} 
were considered from the outset to bt 
embryo commonwealths. It was ar 
ranged from the beginning of their ex 
istence that these were to be sepaiate 
states, which were to have all the pow 
era and to be subject to all the obliga 
lions of the original 13 membars of tht 
national sisterhood. 
As a concrete 


geographical fact the west as a locahtj 
had its beginning on that April^day ir 
1788 when Putnam's and Parson's May 
flower, with its load of pioneers from 
New England, sailed down the Ohio and 
planted their settlement at the mouth 
of the Mufclungum. 


As a geographical mark the west 


was a continually receding line from 
the beginning of the government on 
ward until a few years ago, when the 
Pacific slope started to become widelj 
settled. A hundred years ago "Out 
West" meant anjwhere from Rochester 
or Buffalo south to Gordonville, \ a., m 
Greensborough, N. C. The line moved 
slowly for the next few years, but after 
the introduction of steamboats on the 
rivers west of the Alieghenies and the 
advance of the verge of the settled area 
to the prairie country the march per- 
ceptibly quickened. 
When Daniel 


Roone died in 1820 the western verge oi 
the settled area of the United States 
had reached him in Missouri. Kit Car 
son saw it cross the Hooky mountains 
and ten years ago, when the state ol 
Washington was admitted, the westerly 
line occupied the Pacific shore from tht 
Mexican boundary to Canada. The old 
classifications of the states has become 
obsolete. 
The Mississippi and not the 
Alle- 


irhenles should be considered the divid 
ing line between the cust and the west 
While the population center has not jet 
rcachad the Mississippi, the gcograph 
ically center, exclusive of Alaska and 
the recent acquisitions of territory, is 
in Smith couatj, Kan. As Pike's so 
called American Sahara, which is in 
reahtv among the most fertile regions 
of the country, fills up with inhabitants 
the population center will approach ite 
geographical center and render 8 
Change in the old political classification 
of the states even more necessary thai 
it is now. Historically, socially, geo- 
graphically, and politically the west i* 
an exceedingly interesting- port of th« 
country, but H becomes constant!} 
more and more difficult to answer the 
question: "Where is the west? -St 
Louis Giobe-Democrat.

'The Pre«e»t War In a picnic Con 


pared with Old-Tim* Frontier 


, Trouble*. 


"I've followed Gen. Merritt In the 


Phyippines, and I've followed him i 
this country," said a grizzled little man 
nt the Northwestern depot the other 
day; "and, I tell you, the boys in the 
Luison country haven't the hard propo- 
sition to tackle that the American In 
diun presents. The Utea are worst 
than the Filipinos, fifty to one." 


The speaker v\as Sergt. William Bar- 


ry, on old soldier. He first enlisted in 
August, 1889, and was sent to the fron 
tier. He was fairly educated, made o 
good appearance, and behaved himself, 
and Boon became a noncommissioned of- 
ficer. 


"I was duty sergeant In Texas and 


orderly sergeant in Colorado, nnd com- 
Blinding officer's orderly in the 
Ute 


country. Since then I have been at- 
Cached to headquarters about all the 
time. Do you remember the White 
liver uprising in 1879? That outbreak 
«ame September 29, 1879. The. L'tep 
attacked the agency and killed Ag-ent 
N. C. Meeker and all the people he 
had about the place. Then they looted 
the store and vamoosed. 


"Gen. Merritt knew things -were get- 


ting ugly at White river, and he sent 
Maj. Thomburg with a relief detach- 
ment. 
"Hie Utes waylaid Thornburg 


and killed him and most of his men 
The rest of us got across the h^ll, and 
threw up breastworks in the valley 
We lay in those trenches, with In- 
dians above us on the bluffs in ever; 
direction, till dark on the following 
Sunday, October 2. We had rations and 
•water for two days, and when we saw 
•ws -were hemmed In we just put our- 
selves on short allowance. We hod 
plenty of ammunition—and we used it. 
There were 17 of us, and we certainly 
killed oft some Indians; but they hung 
right there and peppered away at us 
till Capt. Dodge and 40 negro soldiers 
cut their way in and relieved us. 


"Even whan, the darkies fell on their 


tear thoeo red devils clung to the bluffs, 
and fought savagely. They wanted 
our scalps. It was all our two parties 
could do to stand them off till October 
B, when Gen. Merritt reached us. 
He 


marched 170 miles in 52 hours. That's 
the sort of a soldier he is. 


"But, say, if 50 Americans were to get 


(umped by any sort of a crowd of Fiji- 
pinoB—I don't care how many—they'd 
take bamboo clubs and run the whole 
tribe into Laguna de Bay." 


Sergt. Barry will have completed 3C 


years' service in the army within the 
next two months. lie will then be dis- 
charged, but will draw half pay for 
life. He says he will buy a market 
garden near some big city, and try 
to make a living outside the uniform. 


"I've saved up a little," says Sergt 


Barry, modestly. "I don't spend much 
and I guess I won't starve."—Chicago 
tnter Ocean.

It! 


Leo XIII. takes a great interest in al 


the festivities in connection with the 
queen's birthday,' and has ordered his 
private secretary, Mgr. Angeli, to keep 
him posted in regard to the fetes. "The 
sovereigns of our generation are get- 
ting very few," fef said the other day, 
"and I always hear of honors to those 
who have Hved long with sympathetic 
pleasure." The pope has, however, a 
specially kinil feeling toward 
Queen 


Victoria. He has never forgotten the 
Halt he paid to England and hie au 
flience with the queen at the end of 1845, 
Leo XIII., then simple Mgr. Pecci, was 
leaving Brussels, where he had been 
nearly three years as papal nuncio, and 
«vaa to a great extent induced to go to 
England by Baron von Stochtnar, the 
freat friend of Leopold I. and Queen 
Victoria, and who held the young 
prelate in the highest esteem. The au- 
dience and reception which IIP recei\ed 
from the queen and the prince consort 
impressed Mg-r. Feed's imagination BO 
much that he wrote a long o»d enthu- 
siastic letter to his relatives, and the 
missive is kept as one of the precious 
relics at the palace at Carpineto, Leo's 
rirthplace. In the letter he describes 
the persona] appearance of the young 
»ov»»eign—her chief beauty, according 
to his impression, being her magnifi- 
cent and profound eyes, and what seems 
to have affected him above all was the 
affe«tion reigning between the young 
foyal couple. 


What is not generally known is the 


iffeot this visit had on the career of 
Mgr. 
Pecci. On leaving Brussels King 


Leopold gave him an autograph letter 
forPope Gregory XVI., in which, speak- 
ng of the young priest, he said that: 
•Seldom have I met such devotion to 
Juty, good intentions and loyal con- 
iuct." Such a letter could hardly have 
failed,to procure him the red hat, but 
through the delay caused by his visit 
;o England he arrived in Rome after 
the commencement of flreg-orv XVI.'s 
:aat illness. The succeeding popp, Pius 
XI., had as secretary of state the fa- 
mous Cardinal Antonelli, who person- 
ally disliked Mgr. Pecci. Tho latter had 
lhu» to wait until 1854 before being 
raised to thr purple.—Rome Cor. Lon- 
lon Pall Mall Gazette.

There are different kinds of chaper 


onage—ehaperonage that is in reality 
only companionship and chaperonage 
that is a support and a safeguard. 


It would seem that out-of-doors girls 


can get on very weli without much 
chaperon age beyond what they accord 
to each other by companionship, and 
that outdoor exercise requires very 
little further; but when it comee to at- 
tending large gatherings, of whatever, 
order they may be, a chaperon is neces- 
sary, as giving countenance, support 
and protection, and in some one to ar- 
rive with, to leave with, and whos» 
presence is to be counted upon at anj 
moment of the afternoon. 


In the country, however, a familj 


party of girls can go to large garden 
parties without being chaperoned bj 
anyone older than themselves, onlj 
that their relatives for their own pleas 
ure usually do accompany them. 


As regards indoor gatherings, agair 


the need of chaperonage is decided by 
the nature of the function. Two eisterf 
can chaperon each other in a Email aft- 
ernoon at home, or to a small dinnei 
party to which girls are invited with- 
out their mothers, or to a dance given 
for girls to which chaperons are not in- 
vited; but to the larger attomts, Email 
fljnuer parties and large balls, chaper- 
onage of some kind ii considered im- 
perative other than that of a hostess. 


Formerly all invitations, socially 


speaking, were issued in the name of < 
girl's mother, but tiow a girl Issues in- 
vitations in her own name when a party 
Is given distinctly for her own friendt 
apart flora those pf her mother; girli 
and young men—she asks them to 
luncheon, to dinner, to afternoon 01 
evening parties, to one and all wher 
gwen under these conditions. 


Now that so many clubs allow thcii 


members to invite ladies to luncheon. 
dinner or tea, and so many ladies' clubs 
admit of invitations being given to men. 
it follows that a good deal of hospital- 
ity is offered on both aides, but it ii 
thoroughly understood that on these 
occasions a married lady acts as chaper- 
on to the girls, whether they are guests 
or hostesses, and that two young sisters 
or two girl friends would not be consid- 
red chaperon sulEc-ient for each othei 
at men's clubs or at bachelor's cham- 
bers or fiata. 


It need hardly be said that girls—thai 


Is, girls who have seen some 20 sum- 
mers—are frequently invited to conn- 
ry house parties without any chap 
eron, the hostess taking charge of them 
for the time being, and perhaps taken 
them to race meetings or to balls and 
dances during their stay. 


Bicycling parties and picnics are not 


considered occasions when her chaper- 
onage ii. required, as a party of ladies 
are chaperons sufficient in themselves 


It goes without saying that girls un 


der these elastic conditions have oppor- 
tunities of encouraging their admirers 
that are not given to them when undei 
the supervision of a chaperon—a moth 
cr or a married sister. 


A walk before breakfast in the 


grounds in the company of one of tht 
young men of the party; distancing the 
members of a bicycling party and ar- 
riving at the house in advance to en- 
joy a tete-a-tete stroll before diuuei 
in the same company, or descending to 
the drawing-room after a hurried dress- 
ing f o"- a quarter of an hour's philander 
ing with him before the other guests 
are likely to appear, are some of the 
little wiles and littlo ways that a host- 
ess Is not aware of, but which would 
not escape the maternal eye when prac- 
ticed by these fair maidens. 


This brings us to the question of at 


what age young ladies may set 
ny 


housekeeping together 
without the 


presence of a chaperon; it is a diffi 
cult one to decide out of hand, as cir 
cumstances have much to do with it. 


Girls and young women who are 


obliged to enter the ranks as workers 
and to study for various professions, 
and for this purpose are compelled to 
live alone in flats, chambers, or clubs 
unchajieroned by any female relatives, 
are outside of this question, and they 
must depend upon themselves to act 
wisely 'and discreetly without counsel 
or countenance from those older than 
themselves, bearing in mind there is no 
criticism so keen and so cruel as that oi 
men who would lead them to do uncon- 
ventional things.—London Queen.

In lancoln'u inn, London, a bell rings 


every evening at nine o'clock. This ia 
the curfew, derived from old French 
words meaning "cover the fire," and U 
is an order for all who live iu the Inn 
to put out their lamps and fires. 


Of course, nobody obeys, because trie 


law of curfew is rather out of date, con- 
sidering that it was made by William 
the Conqueror in the year IOCS and re- 
pealed in 1110. Eepealefl or in force, 
the curfew bell was rung in West Ham 
until November, 1B59; 
it is rung now nt 


Lincoln's inn, while it is actually be- 
ing revived and brought into force in 
some small American towns. 


Another funny old custom is the 


howling of the town crier, who goes 
about with a bell announcing rewards 
for lost dogs 05-purses, advertising en- 
tertainments and telling the news. You 
may heir the town crier any day in 
Dartmouth and the little boys are not 
allowed to annoy/him on pain of whip- 
ping. Several small English towns have 
not yet awakened to the fact that the 
middle ages are gone and that this is 
the end of the nineteenth century. 


There are determined attempts at 


times to revive ancient customs. In 
1839 
there was actually a tournament 


held at Eglinton castle. Young gentle- 
men in boiler-plate armor tilted at each 
other with lunccs, while hosts of fash- 
ionable people sat under umbrellas and 
cheered them, 


Lady Seymour was queen of beauty 


nnd Emperor Napoleon III. of Francs 
was among the ancient knights who 
jousted for her favors in the lints. II 
rained "cats and dogs" the whole time, 
the horses slithered about in the mud 
and the gallant knights rolled about ii) 
the mire, unable to rise again without 
assistance on account of the weight o) 
their armor. The event Is said to have 
been the most comic in all the history oi 
England. 


Another ancient and peculiarly Brit- 


ish custom is the pealing of church 
bells. Does anybody remember that it 
was Pope John IX., in the year 900, who 
ordered the clamor of bells to frighten 
away thunder and lightning? 
There 


are country places in England 
now 


which arc quite capable of taking the 
g-ood pope's nd\iee. 


Look at the way some of the justice! 


of the peace serve out the law to the 
commonalty. A man is savagely pun- 
ished for breaking the game laws, but 
for breaking his wife's head with his 
boot ho gets a gentle reprimand and o 
email fine. And that is because so many 
English justices of the peace still live 
in the middle ages.—Chicago Chronicle.

He is 
reckless, cruel, nnd careless of human 
life; possesses but a poor intellect, and 
has neither taste for know ledge nor 
any indigenous civilization.
